In tho third placo it will interest politi- 
cal economists deeply to bo told that 
witbiu ft few years the "Winnipeg water- 
shed of nortli-wostern Canada alono 
may bo reasonably expected to be 
thrown into the comnierco of tlio Now 
World with tho Old, an .amutal wheat 
yield equal to the whole present expor- 
tation of all America to tlie United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
and that it is within tho limits of possi- 
bility that this enormous competition 
with oiu' own Western grain fields may 
be pushed eastward down a great navi- 
gable stream to a port on salt water 
which, though situated in the 93rd de- 
gree o£ west longitude, is eighty miles 
niearer to Liverpool than New York is. 
Those are things, the New York World 
says, to set men tiiinking. The great 
centres of agriculture, population and 
trade have been moved about too fre- 
quentlv, and too far on this continent 
within the current century to make it 
safe for any man to predict -where tliey 
may be found twenty years or ten 
years hence. All that wo can be c[uite 
sure of is ihut the pvico of prosperity 
as Well as of liberty is an eternal vigi- 
lance. Neither New York nor Chica- 
go nor St. Louis nor the United States 
tbeiuselv^es need expect to hoUl any 
good tiling now in their grasp by any 
other tenure or upon any other condi- 
tion. 



LOG-CUTTIiS'G ilADEf EASY. 



A Puget Sound paper has seen a 
description of a steam process for fell- 
ing timber and cutting it into proper 
lengths with the aid of steam. A light 
portable engine is moved from place to 
place where needed. The saw is join- 
ed to ft small steam cylinder having a 
long stroke attached to nn iron frame 
which it is arranged to pivot on its 
center, and this cylinder receives its 
steam from the portable engine above 
referred to. Tho saws can be arranged 
to fell timber or cut the logs in two, 
and a complete equipment requires the 
service of four men. One attends tho 
hig engine, one runs the saw that foils 
the tree, one tends a second saw that 
cuts the logs into suitable lengtli.s, and 
the fourth man drives wedges into the 
crack made by the saw used in felling 
the tree. These four men will ilo as 
much work, it is claimed by tho in- 
ventor, as tiiirty men will under the 
old system. It. efl'ect.s a great economy 
of timber, as it saves the huge 
stunip and butt, containing in this lir 
region a thou.sand feet of good lumber 
very often. It also leaves tho ground 
smooth, no stump obstructions remain- 
ing -whatever. Four men, we again re- 
peat the inventor's assertion, can easily 
cut from 35,000 to 4."), 000 feet of saw- 
logs in a single hour, or from 280,000 
to 360,000 feet per day of eight hours, 
at a cost of about .^JIO a day. The u.so 
of such apparatus would be a tremen- 
dous advance upon logging as now car- 
ried on, and would have an eflect on 
lumbering hereabouts revolutionary in 
the extreme.

-i Biilaw to pniJiihit the irectionof^l'ooihii 
BuHdimis tcithin (ertuin Fire Limits 
tcithin il(e City of Victoria : 

1. That such part of tnc City bounded 
on the North by Jolm.son street, on the 
.Soutli by Fort street, on the East by 
Broail street iiiul on the West by thu 
Water Frontage bo licreby deehircd witli- 
iu the Fire Limits of the City of Victoria. 
The centro of Johnson to centre of Fort, 
from centro of Broad shall bo limits re- 
ferred to above. 

2. All liuiUliiigs liercafter erected witli- 
in the Fire Limits .sliall liave tlieir outaido 
Walls and party Walls made of Brick, 
Stone or other incombustible material and 
such outside Walls shall extend four feet 
above Wall Plato of Roof, nnd party Walla 
shall also extend tu same height above 
Wall Plato of Roof. Roofs shall be cov- 
ered with such material as will atTord pro- 
tection against Fire and the Walls shall 
bo so constructed as to separate all Wood 
Work thoroughly and completely of the 
interior and exterior of such Building 
from all and ovory part of tl\o intoriov and 
exterior of any adjoining Building. If 
tho apex of Roof should exceed tho height 
of Fire Walls, then tho Roof must bo 
covered with such material as will afford 
protection a^'ainst Fire.

4. Tho Wooden Building within tho 
said Firo Limits shall not be altered or 
chant;cd without the WTitten permission of 
the Chief Engineer of tho Victoria Fire

, sjiocify fully tho nltoratioiiH or chunges ru- 
i quired, and no such permit shall be given 
: if any increase will bo made by the pro-
